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Fort Erie could see rain this Halloween 


You never know if 
Halloween weather will 
be a trick or a treat. 

As Canadians we’ve 
seen snow, sleet, rain, 
freezing rain and warm 
temperatures meet the 
trick or treater’s, Oct. 31. 

The Weather Network 
has gone out on a limb 
with their meteorologists 
looking into their crystal 
balls to let Ontario fami¬ 
lies know what weather 
conditions to expect while 
trick-or-treating this year. 

Weather is a major fac¬ 
tor for parents when 


choosing their kids’ cos¬ 
tumes - will it be bone- 
chilling or chilly in 
Ontario? 

Weather Network mete¬ 
orologists have their eye 
on a storm system that 
could potentially bring 
heavy precipitation across 
parts of Ontario and 
Quebec around 

Halloween, but the sys¬ 
tem may hit either before 
or after the big night. 

Meteorologist Dayna 
Vettese said that the 
Halloween forecast for 
southern Ontario is a 


tricky one to predict. 

“Forecast models are 
indicating a storm system 
approaching the Great 
Lakes for Halloween. The 
subtlety in the timing of 
the rain is where the 
model differs,” she said. 

For now, it looks like 
temperatures for south¬ 
ern Niagara region will be 
slightly above seasonal 
during the day on 
Halloween. 

“That’s if we can remain 
in the warm portion of 
that system. Right now 
temperatures look to be 
about IOC or slightly 


cooler around trick-or- 
treat time with the risk of 
showers or periodic light 

It will also be fairly 
breezy, with the sun set¬ 
ting at about 6:15 p.m. 

“Make sure to take care 
when you’re out trick-or- 
treating. Remain visible 
while going door-to-

Fire investigation wraps up at Whitfield’s home

The on-scene investi¬ 
gation into a fire that 
destroyed former Fort 
Erie councillor Tim 
Whitfield’s Ridgeway 
home early Saturday 
morning has wrapped 
up. 

On Tuesday, the Office 
of the Fire Marshal of 
Ontario and the Fort Erie 


Fire Department said 
they are awaiting foren¬ 
sic results as they con¬ 
tinue to probe what 
might have caused the 
fire, which resulted in 
about $300,000 in dam¬ 
ages to the Young Ave. 
property. 

Neither Whitfield nor 
his wife, Teresa, were 
home Saturday when the 
fire broke out at approxi¬ 
mately 4:30 a.m. 

QMI Agency Niagara 
tried to reach Whitfield 


through his Ridgeway 
heating company, but 
was unsuccessful. 

Whitfield was a town 
councillor, representing 
Ward 4, from 2006 to 
2010. 

"We had a concern 
about the way the build¬ 
ing collapsed,” said fire 
chief Larry Coplen, add¬ 
ing the reason for the 
collapse will be released 
when the investigation is 
completed. 

He said he doesn’t 


expect a definitive cause 
to be released in the 
“very near future.” 

A security officer on 
scene this week said the 
fire marshal was busy 
and could not immedi¬ 
ately be pulled aside for 
comment. A representa¬ 
tive from the fire mar¬ 
shal’s office could not 
provide any more infor¬ 
mation about the inves¬ 
tigation. 

"Around 4:30 (a.m.), I 
heard a bang,” a neigh¬ 


bour told a reporter. “I 
Just saw the smoke and 
flames coming from the 
house. At the back of the 
house, it was full of white 
smoke. (The flames) 
stayed within the prop¬ 
erty. I’ve never seen 
flames like that.” 

The woman, who did 
not want to be identified, 
credited the fire depart¬ 
ment for their prompt 
response. 

Six fire trucks were 


called just before 5 a.m. 
and needed nearly an 
hour to extinguish the 
blaze, which was made 
difficult because of high 

“These firemen were 
amazing,” said the 
woman. “They were real¬ 
ly fast. They all worked 
their guts out.”

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Fort Erie ‘fully behind’ building south Niagara hospital, says Martin

A Tim Hudak-led pro¬ 
vincial government 
would build a new south 
Niagara hospital in 
Niagara Falls. 

And he would pay for 
one, which if the new St. 
Catharines hospital is 
any indication could 
cost hundreds of mil¬ 
lions of dollars, “over 


“When you build new 
infrastructure, it’s like 
taking out a mortgage,” 
the Ontario Progressive 
Conservative leader told 
reporters at the site 
where Niagara Health 
System supervisor Kevin 
Smith recommends the 
province build a hospi¬ 
tal to serve residents liv¬ 
ing in the southern tier 
of the peninsula. 

“You pay it over time. 


You do a public-private 
partnership. It saves you 
money in the long run. 
That’s how the financing 
of major capital projects 

Sure to be a hot-but- 
ton issue during the 
upcoming Niagara Falls 
riding byelection, Hudak 
and PC candidate Bart 
Maves slammed the 
Liberal government 
Thursday for not acting 
on Smith’s recommen¬ 


dation that he made last 
year and the NDP for not 
pushing the province to 
make a decision. 

“C’mon, you’ve been 
premier for (nearly) 10 
months, get on with the 
job,” Hudak said, direct¬ 
ing his comments at 
Liberal Premier Kathleen 
Wynne. “Real leaders 
make decisions, weak 
leaders hide behind 
panels and make excus- 

"I’ve made up my 
mind and we need a new 
hospital in south 
Niagara.” 

Health Minister Deb 
Matthews has main¬ 
tained there is not a 
consensus in south 
Niagara for a hospital to 
be built on donated land 
at the north-west corner 
of Lyons Creek and 
Montrose rds. Matthews 
has said she is reluctant 
to support such a loca¬ 
tion until that becomes 
the case. 

A new hospital would 
replace aging sites in 
Niagara Falls, Fort Erie, 


Niagara-on-the-Lake, 
Welland and Port 
Colborne. 

Some people, particu¬ 
larly in Welland, don’t 
believe the Honeymoon 
Capital is in south 
Niagara and want the 
hospital moved closer to 
their community. 

During a stop in 
Niagara Falls this past 
weekend, Wynne seemed 
receptive to the idea, 
saying it’s being looked 

“I know Kevin Smith 
has made a very strong 
case and we’re going to 
be looking at the possi¬ 
bilities,” she said. 

But Hudak said it's 
time to make a deci¬ 
sion. 

He said Smith studied 
two areas agreed to by a 
group of south Niagara 
mayors — near the 
Queen Elizabeth Way 
and Lyons Creek Rd. in 
Niagara Falls and Hwy. 
140 and Main St. in 
Welland. — and after 
extensive consultation 
with medical, geograph¬ 
ic and demographic 
experts, sided with the 
outskirts of Niagara 
Falls. 

Hudak said while he 
understands why politi¬ 
cians want to “protect 
their own territory,” the 
ultimate decision rests 
with the province. 

When asked how a 
province with a strug¬ 
gling economy can 
afford to build a new 
hospital to complement 
the new one in St. 
Catharines, Hudak said: 
"We can't afford not to. 

“It’s going to cost us 
more to keep the exist¬ 
ing sites going with all 
the maintenance costs. 


(Building a new hospi¬ 
tal) will save us $10-mil- 
lion a year in operating, 
which we could actually 
put into more nurses 
and doctors instead of 
old buildings.” 

Fort Erie Mayor Doug 
Martin, who attended 
the press conference, 
said his community is 
"fully behind" the site 
and hospital idea. The 
town has committed $3 
million to help with such 

"When you look at the 
distances it takes from 
the southern part of 
Niagara in order to get 
to here it’s pretty indica¬ 
tive that this is right spot 
to be,” he said. 

“I left the town hall 
today and it took me 15 
minutes to get to this 
site. A few months ago I 
was in Port Colborne 
and from downtown Port 
Colborne to here it was 
15 minutes. So it’s basi¬ 
cally equal distance for 
just about everybody in 
(south) Niagara to get 

Martin said a provin¬ 
cial decision will allow 
Fort Erie and other 
municipalities that will 
benefit from a new hos¬ 
pital to start fundrais¬ 
ing. 

Maves said he has 
been championing the 
concept of two full-ser¬ 
vice hospitals in Niagara 
— one in the north and 
one in the south — dat¬ 
ing back to his time as 
an MPP before 2003. 

"This is the right site,” 
he said. “We’ve got the 
land. The Town of Fort 
Erie is behind it. The 
City of Niagara Falls is 
fully behind it and it is 
time to get moving.”.

Public servants should remember 


“They never listen to 
us” is a frequent refrain 
heard throughout 
Niagara. 

Municipal politicians, 
including those on 
Niagara Falls city coun¬ 
cil and their counter¬ 
parts on Fort Erie town 
council, often complain 
Niagara’s regional coun¬ 
cil doesn’t listen to 
them, doesn’t pay atten¬ 
tion to their concerns, 
and doesn’t keep them 
“in the loop.” 

“Our comments are, 
basically, falling on deaf 
ears,” Niagara Falls chief 
administrative officer 
Ken Todd said during a 
recent council meeting. 

At the request of 
Mayor Jim Diodati, Todd 
presented a list of half a 
dozen issues city staff 
had drawn to the atten¬ 
tion of regional staff, 
but which had been 
been ignored or where 
city officials had been 
left out of the loop. 

The problem, he said, 
is regional bureaucrats 


don’t work well with city 
bureaucrats. 

It’s a sentiment Fort 
Erie politicians has 
echoed over the years. 

And that’s the prob¬ 
lem people have with 
government and politi¬ 
cians - it’s too easy for 
them to forget they don’t 
work for each other... 
they work for the peo¬ 
ple. 

It’s one of the factors 
that contributes to peo¬ 
ple becoming less and 
less engaged with civic 
affairs. 

That feeling manifests 
itself in low voter turn¬ 
out election after elec¬ 
tion and a hopelessness 
among citizens that 
their needs are being 
overshadowed as career 
politicians protect their 
grip on power and pub¬ 
lic servants build 
empires. 

It’s easy for politi¬ 
cians, some of them 
with healthy egos, and 
bureaucrats with their 


own careers on the line 
to get too wrapped up in 
how well they work with 
one of their counter¬ 
parts in another ivory 

If public servants and 
politicians think their 
views are brushed aside 
in the tug-of-war 
between different levels 
of government, they 
need to imagine how 
frustrating that is for the 
people they’re trying to 
serve. Ordinary taxpay¬ 
ers don’t care whether 
it’s a regional road that’s 
bumpy or a city road or 
a town road. 

While it would be nice 
if elected officials (and 
their hired help) at all 
levels of government 
could better understand 
each other, they need to 
remember the corner¬ 
stone of public service 
- that the most impor¬ 
tant thing is that they 
each understand the 
people they serve.

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Last ride: saying goodbye to the Maid of the Mist

soaked. And for one 
last time, I loved every 
second of it. 

It was easy to take 
the Maid of the Mist 
for granted over the 
years, never realizing 
how special it really 
was. People who’ve 
lived here all their 
lives have never rid¬ 
den it, assuming it was 
just another tourist 
rip-off. Just another 
postcard. 

It wasn’t. It never 
was. The Maid was dif¬ 
ferent. She was history 
and nature. She was 
scary and spectacular. 
When the ride comes 
to its apex, when 
you’re looking up at 
the Horseshoe Falls, 
when you’re being 
drenched by the 
Niagara River ... you 
feel lost in time. 

“Ladies and gentle¬ 
men,” the recorded 


announcer says, “this 
is Niagara Falls." No 
cotton candy or waf¬ 
fles down here. No fer- 
ris wheels. Just pure, 
raw power. This is why 
they’ve come here for 
centuries. Since I’ve 
lived here, visiting 
friends and relatives 
always ask what they 
should see. The answer 
never changed: Don’t 
miss the Maid of the 
Mist. 

It was as good as it 
gets. And on Thursday, 
it was time to say 
goodbye. 

Every year around 
this time, the Maid 
closes for the season. 
This time, it’s for good. 
After 167 years, the 
city’s most iconic tour¬ 
ist attraction will not 
be back. Next spring, a 
new company called 
Hornblower takes over 
boat- tour operations 
on the Canadian side. 
Maid of the Mist will 
continue operating on 
the U.S. side, but it 
won’t be the same. 
Not seeing those 


familiar blue-and- 
white boats docking 
on our side is incon¬ 
ceivable. 

I've lost count how 
many times I’ve done 
The Maid, but I vividly 
recall the first: Five- 
years-old on a family 
vacation to Niagara 
Falls. It’s one of the 
first things I can 
remember, actually - 
the rumble of the 
engine, the weird blue 
coat, the sense we 
were going somewhere 
cool, because all the 
adults had their cam¬ 
eras out. The waves 
hit, the water started 
pelting us, everything 
got louder. I should 
have been terrified. 
Instead, I forced my 
way to the front and 
gawked at the stun¬ 
ning scene in front of 
me - the waterfalls 
from the pictures right 
in my face. Massive. 
Mindblowing. 

No wax museum 
could compare to this. 
Nothing could. 

What’s amazing is 


that every subsequent 
ride, probably 15 or 20 
over the years, brought 
back that same thrill. 
The ride never 
changed, which was 
part of its appeal. It's 
the same ride Princess 
Diana took. The same 
one prime ministers 
and celebrities took. 
There were no sur¬ 
prises with the Maid 
of the Mist. You paid 
admission, you got 
close, you got wet, and 
you never forgot it. 

But Thursday felt 
different. Employees 
hugged each other. 
Some locals soaked it 
in one last time. “Maid 
of the Mist is synony¬ 
mous with Niagara 
Falls,” a lady named 
Kris told me. “It’s such 
an integral part of our 
community." 

She works in the 
tourism industry and 


isn’t sure how her 
company will be 
affected by 

Hornblower next year. 
But this day, camera 
in hand, she wanted 
one last ride before 
it’s gone. 

The tourists did 
their usual tourist 
thing, but you could 
spot the locals. They 
were the ones taking 
extra long to take pic¬ 
tures, talk to employ¬ 
ees. The Maid hasn't 
just been here all their 
lives, but their parents 
and grandparents’ 
lives. One woman 
wiped away a tear on 
the elevator ride back 
up afterwards. Misty, 

The excitement of a 
new company is next 
year’s story. Today, it 
was about seeing an 
old friend off. Yes, this 
could have ended with 


more dignity and cel¬ 
ebration - it’s shame¬ 
ful, really, that the 
company is offering 
free rides on the 
American side the 
next two days but not 
here. The Glynn fami¬ 
ly has made countless 
millions operating 
their boats in Canada. 
They shouldn’t be 
showing such bitter¬ 
ness on the way out. 
Whatever ill feelings 
there are between the 
Glynns and the 
Niagara Parks 

Commission, this 
wasn’t how a 167-year 
tradition should end. 

Hornblower’s era 
starts next spring, but 
it will take decades - 
generations - to amass 
the memories and his¬ 
tory of the Maid of the 
Mist. Old girl, you’ll 
be missed.

Niagara Regional Police 
cruisers are going black 
and white. 

Last Thursday’s police 
services board meeting, a 
vehicle was unveiled 
showing the new logo, 
chosen overwhelmingly 
from three options by the 
NRP’s service members. 

Fleet supervisor Sam 
Paterson said in an inter¬ 
view the rebranding will 
be done to new vehicles 

It is expected that each 
NRP District will have at 
least one rebranded 
cruiser by the end of 
November, with the 
remainder being phased 
in over two years. 

Costs for the options 
were previously reported 
to range from about 
$8,100 to $22,500 per 

It is not immediately 
known where the black- 
and-white format falls in 
this range. 

"Once we have a col¬ 
lection of brand-new 
vehicles in our inventory, 
it’s a question of rebrand¬ 
ing or decaling them,” 
said NRP fleet supervisor 
Sam Paterson. 

An August police report 
to the board said the NRP 
has around 122 marked 
patrol vehicles and 16 
unmarked vehicles in 
service. 

It also has seven motor¬ 
cycles and other support 
equipment that use 
police decals. 

The NRP’s colour and 
decal format has always 
been a primarily white- 
and-blue combination 
since regionalization 
more than 40 years ago. 

Rebranding proposals 
put to the member’s vote 
included blue-and-white 
designs with “police" in 
larger letters.
